Vehicles registered as 
1929 models but purchased and registered 
in 1928 will probably be assessed at 1929 
values, but owners of such cars are clearly 
entitled to abatement by the local assessor 
in adjusting tax to 1928 values, The values 
are determined from time to time by the 
Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation 
and not by the assessors, and a printed book 
of these values has been furnished to the 
assessors in each city and town, 
Wuere Assessep 

The tax will be assessed by the assessors 
in the city or town in which the vehicle is 
customarily kept (if in Massachusetts) and 
the tax bill will be sent to the owner by the 
Collector of Taxes as soon after the vehicle 
is registered as the record can be put through. 
It will be due upon “the first day of the 
calendar month next ensuing, which is not 
less than 60 days from the date of registration 
but not earlier than the day set for the pay- 
ment of taxes other than the poll taxes for 
the calendar year.” This means the tax is 
due in about 60 days from the day of registra- 
tion, but payment cannot be enforced until 
after October 15th in most cities and towns, 

ABATEMENT IF SOLD Durinc YEAR 

A “change of ownership or registration of a 
motor vehicle in any year does not impose 
any additional tax on any motor vehicle 
already taxable in that year,” but in view of 
the fact that many vehicles will be sold and 
reregistered before the tax has been paid 
according to the requirements stated in the 
previous paragraph, regulations have been 
Issued to cover abatement being made, 
upon application, ‘on the excise to which 
that vehicle has been subjected for such 
portion of the year as remains after the 
motor vehicle has been turned in to such 
licensed dealer or next owner by way of 
purchase or trade.” 

DEALER’s CERTIFICATES 

Dealers will be glad to furnish certificates 
to former owners to show when registered 
vehicles have been taken in trade, and to 
advise as to making applications for abate- 
ment. A copy of the regular report blank as 
furnished to the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
and the police department on all used cars 
traded or sold should be an acceptable 
certificate. The abatement application blanks 
are the same for all cities and towns in 
Massachusetts and can be secured from the 
assessors or from some stationers. However, 
a letter giving full details will suffice. A bill 
will be rendered for each registration, unless 
a receipted tax bill of the previous owner has 
been shown to the assessors before a tax shall 
have been assessed to the second owner. 


OTHER ABATEMENTS 
The assessors have the authority to abate 
any such second tax assessment upon re- 
ceipt by them of positive evidence that the 
assessment to a previous owner has been paid 
and no abatement asked or granted, and 
they have the authority to abate a tax 
assessed against the first or second owner for 
any valid reason such as in case a vehicle 
has been used but a few days, or is demloished 
or greatly shrunken in value (and probably 
in case the vehicle has been stolen, particu- 
larly if insurance loss has been paid on same.) 
Claims for such abatement must be made 
within 60 days from date of tax bill. (Do not 
confuse with due date.) 
APPEAL REFUND 
In case the assessors’ decision does not 
seem to be equitable, an appeal from such 
decision may be made to the County Com- 
missioners or Superior Court. In case of 
abatement or any over-payment, refund is 
made by the city or town with interest at 6 
percent from the day the tax is paid. 
INTEREST 1s Not Pap 
While the tax does not form a lien upon 
the vehicle, the bill wit be collectible against 
the owner (by arrest if-agcessary) after the 
enforcement date (October 15th in most 
instances). Interest at 6 percent is charged 
from due date to date of payment if paid 
before enforcement, or at 12 percent if paid 
after the commencement of recovery pro- 
ceedings. The validity of the tax will not be 
affected by failure to receive a bill, which, will 
be sent to the home address of the owner, if an 
individual, and to the principal place of 
business, if a partnership, corporation, or 
voluntary association, as determined by the 
owner’s registration. 
Seconp OWNER Pays 
The second owner to register a vehicle will 
have to pay the full excise tax from the date 
of his registration unless he can show the 
receipted excise tax bill of the former owner 
for the particular vehicle, and that no abate- 
ment has been asked or given. 
New VEHICLES 
Every new vehicle registered in Massa- 
chusetts, and to be customarily kept therein, 
will be subject to an excise tax, payable by 
the owner making its first registration.

: BILLED AGAIN UPON REGISTRATION 
In case an owner operates two or more 
different vehicles on one set of plates in the 
same year, he is subject to a tax for each, 
unless one or more of the vehicles have 
previously been tax paid, or he secures an 
abatement on his first vehicle, It is, of course, 
possible for such an owner to make an adjust- 
ment with the purchaser of his first vehicle 
for the remainder of the year, provided the 
purchaser is to register and keep the vehicle 
in Massachusetts before the expiration of the 
calendar year. That is, the purchaser of a 
used vehicle may pay the seller the pro rata 
tax for the balance of the year and use the 
original owner's receipted tax bill and the 
seller’s affidavit at the time of reregistration 
to obviate the payment of a second excise 
tax. Application for abatement must be 
made within 60 days of the date of the bill 
if one is received. 
Receipts ror TAX 
It will be important for the owner who 
sells his car and wishes to make some adjust- 
ment with the second owner, other than by 
handling the matter as an abatement on his 
tax as originally stated, to have had positive 
identification of the vehicle made in con- 
nection with the excise tax bill which he pays 
(preferably on the bill itself), and he may 
wish to secure a duplicate receipt from the 
Tax Collector so that he may pass on one 
copy to the purchaser and retain the other as 
evidence of his payment of the tax, The 
owner will want to preserve his receipt care- 
fully, and possibly may do so to good ad- 
vantage with his registration certificate, 
Wen Kerr Oursipe Massacuuserrs 
A person registering # vehicle in but keep- 
ing its entirely outside of Massachusetts is 
not subject to the excise tax.

Massachusetts will be subject to a personal 
Property tax even though subsequently 
registered by a later purchaser. Owners 
having personal property in more than one 
city or town can naturally register the 
vehicle only in one city or town, and they 
will save complications and a possible tax 
on personal property if they are sure that 
the vehicle is registered in the city or town 
where it is kept on April Ist, or else that they

_ The excise tax paid is deductible by indi- 
viduals and corporations on their Federal 
tax return, and when the excise tax is paid on 
vehicles used for business, it is likewise a 
deductible expense on Massachusetts returns 
for corporations and for any individual who 
operates his vehicle for business uses, 

Corporate Excrst Tax 

The excise taxes on vehicles which are 
paid by Massachusetts corporations will be 
reported by the assessors to the Commis- 
sioner of Corporations and Taxation and 
taken into consideration in determining the 
Corporation Excise Tax. 

Corrections THroucu REGISTRY 

Any corrections of errors, names, addresses, 
etc., must be made through the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles as all the records start from 
the application and no corrections can be 
made y the assessors or collectors, In 
particular, any change of address should be 
reported especially in view of the clause in 
the new oy blanks authorizing the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles to accept service 
in case of suit, the Registrar only being 
required to notify the owner at the last 
address appearing on his records. 

Stupy Witt Save Time anp Money 

As in the case of all new laws, changes and 
modifications may become necessary and be 
made from time to time, but the present Law 
and regulations have been herein outlined. 
A careful consideration of the subject will 
prevent much misunderstanding and save 
an immense amount of trouble and time in 
caring for the great volume of this work 
through the offices of the Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles and of the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation, and the Assessors and 
Collectors of the 365 cities and towns in the 
State, to say nothing of the thousands of 
owners.

Traffic control, with the purpose in 


view of creating a maximum degree of 
safety with a minimum of inconvenience 
to both motorists and pedestrians is a 
problem to which experts are giving a 
great deal of attention at the present 


time. Many experiments are being 
tried as a means to this end and it is 
gratifying to notice that satisfactory 
solutions to many of the difficulties 
are being realized. The system of traffic 
control, unfortunately, never will be 
absolutely fool-proof, but the authori- 
ties are working in the right direction 
when they realize that automobiles 
have come to stay as a necessary means 
of transportation, that their speed 
cannot be held down to that of a horse 
and carriage and that the object is to do 
their utmost to remedy conditions as 
they exist. 

The Andover Police Department has 
taken a progressive step in placing a 
sign on the East side of Morton street 
at the intersection of Main street, pro- 
claiming that the motorist must stop 
on Morton street before entering Main 
street, thus making Main street a 
through thoroughfare. This system of 
having “stop before entering” streets 
has been tried out in various cities and 
towns, and has proved very successful. 
Even at points where two equally im- 
portant and equally congested high- 
ways intersect, it has been found practi- 
cable to make one road a through 
thoroughfare and to have a_ traffic 
officer at the intersection when traffic 
is particularly heavy. A street such as 
Morton street, on which relatively few 
cars pass each day, should not interfere 
with an important artery such as Main 
street. When all automobiles going 
along Main street are obliged to slow 
down at such cross streets, the closely 
massed line of vehicles that is sure to 
result, constitutes a serious danger. This 


stop sign is an excellent move and the 
Police Department can place more of 
the same kind on other streets leading 
into Main street, to good advantage. 

It is understood that along with the 
improvement of traffic conditions in 
Andover, a set of automatic electric 
signals is contemplated for the inter-. 
section of Main and Chestnut streets 
It is difficult to prophesy just how much 
this would help matters at this particu- 
lar point. No comparison can be made 
with other intersections in this respect 
as all crossings have their own peculiar, 
individual problems. Electric traffic 
signals work very well at some points, 
and are a posilive nuisance at others. 
The greatest fault with this system in 
many places is that it is overdone. The 
red and green flash merrily throughout 
the night, during a time when buta half 
dozen machines pass the crossing. 
Naturally it is irritating for the driver 
of a car to wait for the safety signal 
when there may not be another machine 
approach for an hour. Of course when 
the signals are controlled by a police 
officer the system is an excellent one. 
But that is aside from automatic signals. 
The best method is undoubtedly a 
discreet and careful arrangement for 
operating the signals to meet with the 
needs of the time and occasion. 

The pedestrian has none too happy 
a time of it in these days of fast get- 
aways and quick stops, and his case 
must have some consideration. If all 
drivers considered the fact that they 
are also pedestrians at times, and 
acted accordingly, the problem would 
be solved. Unfortunately, however, 
many operators assume a superiority 
complex when in command of an auto- 
mobile and with great relish whisk the 
coat buttons from the person on foot, 
valiantly attempting to gain the opposite 
sidewalk. Traffic lights may help the 
pedestrian materially and with proper 
and sane operation might prove success- 
ful on our main street.

Superintendent Reports on Work on 
Highways and Water-Service 


Superintendent Charles T. Gilliard re- 
ported to the Board of Public Works at their 
meeting held Monday night on the work of 
the Water Highway Sewer and Park depart- 
ments for the month of April as follows: 

WATER DEPARTMENT 

The water pipe for the Gray road job has 
been received and this work will commence 
as soon as the trench can be dug. The heavy 
rains have made trench-digging extremely 
difficult. 

Three thousand red pines and two thous- 
and Norway spruce trees have been planted 
around Haggett’s pond where dead and 
deciduous trees have been removed. 

_ During April three water services were 
installed. The one installed at the Phillips 
Academy sanctuary required 2100 feet of 
2-inch pipe and 5500 feet of one-inch pipe. 

_To distinguish between high and low ser- 
vice hydrants those supplied by the low ser- 
vice reservoir will be painted yellow with red 
trimmings and others supplied by the high 
service reservoir will be painted yellow with 
black trimmings. The yellow paint will make 
the hydrants conspicuous at night so that 
they can be detected more easily by auto- 
mobile drivers. 

Hicuway DErARTMENT 

The scraping of roads was started April 
ist. This year the scraper is being pulled by 
the tractor and accomplishes six to seven 
times as much work as it could do when it 
was drawn by four horses. Due to the heavy 
rains it was necessary to delay th s work for 
two weeks during the past month, 

Roger’s brook culvert has been cleaned in 
the vicinity of Bartlet street and during the 
heavy rain of April 16, the culvert cared for 
the water much more efficiently. This same 
storm washed out many of the country roads, 
more Debris North street where it 
washed out twenty-five per cent of the 
roadbed for a distance of 700 feet. 

Ballardvale road from Woburn street to 
Main street has been covered with gravel and 
is now being rolled. This will be given two 
coats of 45 per cent asphalt this year which 
will make a hard surface road where formerly 
travel was difficult. 

The sides of many of the roads are pene 
filled with gravel so as to protect the edges o 
the road. This work is now being done on 
Lowell street, Haverhill street, and Andover 
street. 

The heavy rain of April 16 caused the 
following stone culverts to collapse: the 
culvert near Corliss’ on Osgood street, one 
near Curtis’ on Dascomb road, and another 
on Chandler road near Furnari's. These have 
been replaced with corrugated pipe culverts. 

The “You are in Andover” signs have 
been repainted, and also the signs on Central 
street bridge. 

The wire fence on High street was struck 
by automobiles twice during the last few 
months and the way this fencing withstood 
the impacts would seem to be a satisfactory 
test of the strength of the wire. 

On April 13 a few inches of snow fell 
necessitating only the plowing of the side- 
walks, 

The grass plot on a section of Arundel 
street which offered an unsightly appearance 
has been regraded, seeded, and rolled. 

A number of roads, including Lupine road, 
Dascomb road, a section of Chandler road, 
Lovejoy road, Ballardvale road, North 
street and Corbett street, which were im- 
passable during part of the winter and earl 
facing: mantis have been repaired and will 
now be passable throughout the year 

PARK DEPARTMENT 

The baseball back stop is partially erected 
and will be completed next week. The base- 
ball diamond is now in excellent shape, and 
with a little dry weather it will be in condi- 
tion for use. The Playstead has been rolled 
with the large roller which Phillips academy 
very kindly loaned to the town. 

‘The work of rebuilding Wheeler street was 
begun on Tuesday by the Department of 
Public Works. The cost will be defrayed by 
Phillips academy.
